World War I began with great fanfare and long columns of smiling 
soldiers parading off to war wearing dress uniforms with flowers sticking 
out of the muzzles of their rifles. Everyone expected the conflict to be 
over quickly and the heroes returned soon with shiny new medals pinned 
to their chests. Unfortunately, it did not turn out this way. 

The war lasted year after year and millions and millions of 
combatants and noncombatants died. Men lived in rat-infested 
subterranean holes along muddy trenches that stretched for miles and 
fought vicious battles that had little glory and much senseless death. 
Soldiers thought the war might never end and that their children would 
grow up to take their place in the carnage of the wreaking trenches. 
World War I marked the first use of chemical weapons, mass 
bombardments on civilian targets, and the first genocide. It was the true 
beginning of a 20th century of spectacular carnage. 

However, this war, as baneful as it was, did produce some 
outstanding soldier poets, whose words still ring relevant today.

Greetings, 

Please forgive me for not addressing this correspondence to an individual, but I have been unable to 
decipher the signature on the letter dated June 16, 2005. I have enclosed a copy of that letter for 
clarification. 

This new letter from Carcanet Press Limited is in regard to an invoice (#6924) dated April 6, 2005, in 
which your company has granted me permission to set the Ivor Gurney poem for a one-time campus 
performance at no expense. I was certainly appreciative of that gesture. 

I am certainly understanding of many of the licensing objectives in this secondary letter, however, 
there are two items which I am slightly confused as to actual toll of execution. 

In Paragraph Four, you are asking me to pay you half of all monies collected for performances, 
broadcasts, recordings of the musical setting. However, since this is a one time performance that is 
free to the public, will not be broadcast, and only recorded for my personal perusal and for archival 
purposes of the School of Music, it is obvious that half of nothing is nothing. However, for future ref¬ 
erence, SHOULD circumstances change, knowing that your poem is one of seven poems by seven 
copyright holders, the fact that you want half the money seems slightly excessive. I just want to know 
how deep a hole I am digging for myself by agreeing to that paragraph. 

And secondly, Paragraph 5, dealing with publication royalties, seems to be something that should be 
taken up with a publisher, IF OR WHEN the work might be published, rather than with me. If a pub¬ 
lisher contacts me about this work, I will certainly let you know, in accordance with paragraph 7, and 
because it's the MORAL THING to do. However, it seems to me that, IF OR WHEN that happens, it's 
up to all of the copyright owners to haggle over how to split the dollar. I'm not sure how you can ex¬ 
pect me to sign an agreement for a publisher who doesn't exist. 

I know I must appear a complete idiot to you, however, not one of the other copyright holders in this 
project have come close to the contractual stipulations that your company has put forward, and I'm 
not sure how to deal with these, and if circumstances would change in the future, be fair in the long 
run to all parties involved. 

Being an artist, I just want to set a simple group of songs, not wind up wallowing in some contractual 
quagmire. The Gurney poem is a beautiful work of anguish and I would be saddened not to use it, 
but if I must drop it, I'm sure there are many other poems that convey the same angst. 

But I want to use this one. 

Please help me understand the ramifications of this contract more clearly.
